Regarding independent claim 15, prior art of record does not teach a method in a 
data processing system for executing a request on a data store, the method comprising 
receiving a request containing data, and specifically locating a split reference section in 
a single in-memory object, identifying a spilt reference, determining a reference column 
from the split reference, extracting a value from the data, wherein a value includes 
determining whether a split length element exists and storing the value in the reference 
column according to an order. 

Regarding independent claim 18, prior art of record does not teach a method in a 
data processing system for executing a request on a data store, the method comprising 
receiving a request containing data, and specifically locating a split reference section in 
a single in-memory object, identifying a spilt reference, determining a reference column 
from the split reference, extracting a value from the data and storing the value in the 
reference column according to an order. 

Regarding independent claim 23, prior art of record does not teach a computer 
program product in a computer readable storage medium for executing a request on a 
data store, the computer program product comprising first instructions for receiving a 
request from a client containing data and specifically second instructions that locate a 
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split reference section in a single in-memory object, third instructions for determining a 
reference column of a split reference, and forth instructions that extract a value from the 
data wherein extracting a value includes determining whether a spilt reference exists 
and storing the extracted value in the reference column in an order.
